R. WALLACE WILSON, AD- 

viser to the department of vet 
erans’ affairs on the medical care of 
older a groups, has presented an 
important challenge to federal auth- 
orjties. In a Winnipeg speech he has 
urged the government take the 
lead in furnishing employment to 
older workers still willing and able 
to work 

Dr. Wilson does not criticize pen-

WHY GROW OLD?

Yesterday I reviewed the basic 
|seven food groups for you. 
| The United States government 
| estimates that only one-fourth 
of its people have adequate 
diets, This is no doubt due to 
factots. In the first 
place, most people are not nu 
trition-wise, Then there is the 
battle with the budget, and also 
j/human beings are loathe to 
|change their food habits and are 
apt to keep eating food like 
mother had, no matter how de 
vitalized - it is. 

This column today is designed 
to bring you some. suggestions 
about how to lower costs with 
out lowering nutritional stand- 
ards. It is a good idea to make 
out menus for a week ahead of 
time, or at least for three or 
four days at a time. Then check

You can make _ substitutes 
from leftovers or “specials” you
